Inspired  by  our  love  for 
the  gospel  and  for  its 
teachings,  inspired  by  its 
ennobling  and  refining  in- 
fluences, we  have  come  to- 
gether this  morning  in  this 
great  Mutual  Improve- 
ment Association  confer- 
ence from  north,  south, 
east,  west,  from  every 
part  of  this  great  country 
and  from  adjacent  coun- 
tries, to  worship  God, 
to  stimulate  one  another 
in  our  righteous,  unselfish 
Mutual  Improvement  As- 
sociation endeavours.  We 
have  all  come  filled  with 
an  ambition,  an  earnest 
determination  to  struggle 
with  out  might  to  develop 
to  the  highest  degree  the 
gifts    of    God     which    are 


within  us.  All  of  these 
exalting  and  uplifting 
efforts  are  in  line  with  the 
slogan  the  general  boards 
have  proposed  for  the  sea- 
son 1933-34.  If  you  will 
please  arise,  I  will  give 
the  slogan  and  I  ask  that 
\ou   will    repeat   it.

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High  Standards  of  the  Church. 

In  an  effort  to  help  its  people  to 
approach  in  the  highest  possible  degree 
this  exalted,  this  penect  ideal,  the 
Church  hold.',  up  standards,  it  pro- 
vides opportunities  and  it  gives  effective 
training  for  a  well  grounded  life  including 
not  only  spiritual  but  mental  and  physical 
development. 

Measure   Our  Accomplishments. 

Having  come  together  in  a  worship- 
ping capacity  we  necessarily  are  more 
or  less  actuated  by  a  spirit  of  repentance, 
by  sorrow  in  our  hearts  for  our  short- 
comings. Let  us,  leaders  of  young  folks 
here  assembled,  examine  our  own  lives, 
our  works,  our  actions,  our  individual 
accomplishments,  and  compare  these  with 
the  lofty  ideals,  the  exalted  standards 
which  are  set  up  for  us  by  the  Church. 
To  those  who  are  trained  in  our  religious 
activities,  Church  ideals  never  cease  to  be 
ideals,  Church  standards  never  cease  to 
be  a  strong  and  powerful  pull  tending 
to  bring  the  wayward  back  into  that 
straight,  that  narrow  path  that  leads  to 
joy,  honour  and  salvation  eternal  in  the 
Great  Beyond.  The  pewer  of  God  is 
the  greatest  power  that  can  come 
into  human  hearts  and  human  lives. 
This  matchless  power  is  brought  about 
by  a  prayerful  life  of  righteous  living. 
However  far  we  may  fall  short  of  the 
the  ideal,  those  whose  hearts  are  once 
touched  bv  that  divine  light  which  shines 
from  heaven  seldom  cease  to  struggle  to 
be  better  and  to  be  stronger  however 
much  they  fail,  however  far  they  wander 
from  the  oath  of  rectitude. 

First,     let    us    consider     some     of    the 
spiritual   uplifts  the  Church  offers. 
Life    Everlasting. 

Our  spirituality  is  stirred  and  our  faith 
strengthened  bv  the  satisfying  conviction 
that  we  existed  before  we  came  to  dwell 
on  earth  and  th^t  there  is  life  beyond 
the    °rave.  The    importance,    ves,    the 

joy  and  harpiness  and  flory  of  life  here 
on  earth  are  greatly  enhanced  bv  the 
belief,  yes.  bv  the  satisfying  conviction 
1  hat  our  souls  are  immortal.  Glorious 
indeed  is  our  belief  in  the  everlasting 
union  of  husbands  and  wives  and  of 
parents  and  children.  We  not  only, 
believe  in  marriage  bur  that  familv  re- 
lationships are  not  for  time  only  but  for 
eternity  as  well. 


Temple  Marriages  and  Covenants. 

If  in  the  Church  there  were  but  one 
leaching,  cme  practice,  and  that  our 
temple  marriages,  that  is,  our  temple 
marriage  ceremonies  in  which  solemn 
pledges  are  made  that  men  as  well  as 
women  will  walk  without  the  slightest 
deviation  from  the  path  of  virtue,  and  if 
all  our  marriage  ceremonies  were  per- 
formed in  the  temple  and  if  our  people 
without  exception  would  live  in  accord- 
ance with  covenants  therein  made,  we 
would  produce  a  generation  of  matchless 
power.  I  make  this  bold  statement 
because  no  nation  nor  people  in  all  the 
history  of  the  world  has  failed  except 
for  one  single  cause  and  that  cause  im- 
morality. We  are  trying  so  to  teach 
and  so  to  train  our  young  folks  that  they 
will  avoid  all  and  every  appearance  of 
evil ;  that  they  will  not  indulge  in  im- 
proper familiarities ;  that  they  will  have 
clean  minds,  thoughts  and  ambitions; 
that  they  will  be  genuinely  pure  in  heart ; 
that  they  will  not  indulge  in  the  slightest 
unholy     touch.  The     doctrine     of     the 

Church,  its  high  ideals  in  this  regard, 
and  the  exalted  Christian  teachings  in 
this  particular  are  clearly  and  forciblv 
stated  bv  the  Master  to  this  effect:  "  He 
that  even  looketh  with  impurity  ot 
thought  hath  already  in  his  heart  com- 
mitted one  of  the  two  greatest  sins." 
Match  that  doctrine  and  practice  if  you 
can  for  sublimitv  and  perfection.  (Matt. 
5  :  27-28.) 
Rearing  Children  Part  of  Divine  Plan. 

Courageously  and  faithfullv  Latter  day 
Saints  are  bearing  and  bringing  up 
children  to  whom,  both  by  example  and 
precept,  the  exalted  standards  of  the 
Churrh  are  taught.  Thus  we  are  doing 
our  important  part  in  that  great  divme 
plan  in  accordance  with  whieh  human 
beings  are  born,  taueht.  tiained  ?nd  edu- 
cated h~re  on  earth  in  a  continuous  line 
of  progression. 

"  Receive  Ye  the  Holy  Ghost" 

Upon  the  heads  of  Lattc-dav  Saints 
those  having  authority  have  placed  their 
hands  and  with  their  hands  thus  placed 
and  with  authoritv  these  have  said  • 
"  Receive  ye  the  Holy  Ghost."  The 
enjoyment  of  this  great  blessing  given  bv 
divine  authority  awak?ns  in  human  hearts 
higher  amb'tions  nnd  more  ardent  desires 
to    live    in    accordance    with    the    exalted

standards  of  the  Church.  So  living 
actually    makes    people    different.  This 

explains  too,  perhaps,  why  so  many  ask, 
•'  Why  is  it  you  Mormon  people  are 
different,  why  is  it  you  look  d.fferent 
from  the  rest  of  us?  "  The  Mormon 
people  look  different  because  they  are 
different.  It  can  be  stated  with  mathe- 
matical certainty  that  any  people  who  will 
live  strictly  in  accordance  with  the  high 
ideals  of  the  Church,  will  not  only  be- 
come a  different,  but  a  mighty  and 
powerful  race. 

Born   Again. 

This  spiritual  change  or  transformation 
referred  to  is  that  spoken  of  by  the 
Saviour  himself  when  he  said,  "  Verily, 
verily,  I  say  unto  thee,  except  a  man  be 
born  again,  he  cannot  see  the  kingdom 
of  God."  Yes,  he  added,  "  Except  a 
man  be  born  of  water  and  of  the  Spirit, 
he  cannot  enter  in  the  kingdom  of  God." 
It  is  that  spirit,  it  is  the  unceasing  up- 
lift, it  is  the  power  of  God,  it  is  the  regu- 
lar, earnest  daily  appeal  to  Divine 
Providence  through  the  medium  of  prayer 
that  makes  people  different.  It  makes 
them  stronger,  it  makes  them  better,  it 
makes  them  more  God-like,  it  prepares 
them  for  living  throughout  eternitv  in  the 
kingdom  of  our  Father.  Having  thus 
been  "  born  again,"  enjoving  richly 
the  inspiration  and  power  of  the  Spirit 
makes  human  beings  more  or  less  immune 
to  wrong-doing,  as  vacciraticn  makes 
them  immune  to  small  pox  or  innocula- 
tion  makes  them  immune  to  typnoid 
fever. 

Faith  and  Spirituality  are  Powerful. 

The  spirituality  in  man,  that  something 
that  comes  from  being  born  again  "  of 
the  spirit,"  is  increased  by  faith  in  God 
and  by  obedience  to  his  laws  and  his 
teachings,  by  a  study  of  the  scriptures, 
by  remembering  the  Sabbath  day  to  keep 
it  holy,  by  attendance  at  Sacrament  meet- 
ings, by  living  pure  lives,  those  that  are 
clean  in  act  and  thought,  bv  repeated 
appeals  to  Divine  Providence  for  guid- 
ance and  help,  bv  individual  testimonies 
of  the  divinity  of  the  gospel  of  Tesus 
Christ,  by  the  testimonies  that  burn  in 
the  souls  of  Latter-day  Saints  concerning 
the  divinity  of  the  mission  of  the  Prophet 
Joseph  .Smith  and  bv  our  ever-increasing 
struggle  to  practise  loyal  adherence  to 
Latter-dav   Saint   ideals.  Thus    I   have 


named  for  you  some  oi  tne  teachings  and 
practices  Of  the  Church  wmcn  awaken, 
inspire  and  perpetuate  spirituality  in 
human   hearts. 

Secondly,  let  us  consider  some  of  the 
teachings  in  practical  even-day  religion 
with  which  tne  Churcn  and  its  organi- 
sations deal  and  which  hdp  to  promote 
normal  lite  and  physical  and  mental 
health. 

An  uplift  comes,  ideals  and  ambitions 
are  kept  exalted  by  the  practice  of 
asking  the  blessing  on  the  iood  and  of 
participating  with  regularity  in  daily 
family  prayers.  Our  Church  members 
are  expected  also  with  regularity  to  offer 
personal  prayers  in  secret.  Such  prac- 
tices enable  us,  in  the  language  ot  the 
ancient  prophet,  to  "  walk  in  the  light  ol 
the  Lord."  (Isa.  2  :  5).  Even  one  as 
wise  and  great  as  Benjamin  Franklin 
realised  the  importance  of  placing  trust 
in  Divine  Providence.  In  the  constitu- 
tional convention  he  said:  "  I  have  lived, 
sir,  a  long  time;  and  the  longer  I  live 
the  more  convincing  proofs  I  see  of  this 
truth,  that  God  governs  in  the  affairs  of 
men."  In  the  dark  days  of  the  Civil 
War  Lincoln  said  the  great  trouble  with 
our  nation  was,  "  We  have  forgotten 
God."  The  Church  is  struggling  to 
have  its  people  remember  him. 

Keeping  the  Sabbath  Holy. 

We  aim  to  live  in  accordance  with  the 
commandment:  "  Remember  the  Sabbath 
day,  to  keep  it  holy."  (Exodus  20  :  8). 
While  with  many  Sunday  is  the  popular 
dav  for  attending  theatres,  moving  pic- 
ture entertainments  or  other  places  of 
amusement,  the  standard  of  the  Church 
disapproves  this  conduct,  it  urges  the 
people  to  five  a  real  Christian  Sabbath, 
refusing  to  attend  theatres,  moving  pic- 
ture shows  or  other  places  of  amusement 
on    the    Lord's    day. 

Fasting. 

We  believe  in  the  doctrine  of  fasting. 
It  is  a  practice  good  for  the  health  of 
human,  beings  and  it  is  the  Lord's  method 
of  requiring  those  who  have  to  give  to 
those  who  have  not.  If  people  generally 
would  fast  once  each  month,  as  is  the 
teaching  of  our  Church,  and  would  con- 
tribute to  the  fund  for  the  needy  the 
amount  thus  saved,  such  a  fund  would 
go  far  toward  satisfving  the  needs  of  the 
unfortunate  for  food. 
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The  Law  of  Tithing. 

By  practising  the  law  of  tithing  funds 
are  secured  for  building  temples,  for 
providing  education  in  religion  for  the 
people,  for  assisting  in  preaching  the 
gospel  to  all  the  people  in  all  the  world, 
for  conducting  the  general  affairs  and 
business  of  the  Church,  etc.  Thus  all 
faithful  Saints  contribute  one-tenth  of 
their  income  for  the  advancement  of  our 
Father's  kingdom.  Practising  the  law 
of  tithing  is  but  teaching  or  practising 
lhat  great  fundamental  Christian  prin- 
ciple, that  important  lesson  of  the  Master, 
namely,  that  it  is  more  blessed  to  give 
than  to  receive.  (Acts  20  :  35.) 
The  Sacrament. 

Partaking  of  the  sacrament  of  the 
Lord's  Supper  weekly  and  worthily  is 
another  requirement  or  practice  of  faith- 
ful members  of  the  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ.  In  the  sacrament  meeting  the 
faithful  have  an  opportunity  of  coming 
into  close  communion  with  the  spirit  and 
power  of  Almighty  God.  It  is  during 
these  moments  of  intense  worship  that 
silent  prayers  are  offered,  that  sins  are 
forgiven,  that  new  and  unbreakable 
resolutions  are  formed  which  keep  people 
striving  on  successfully,  to  walk  in  that 
straight  and  narrow  way  that  leads  into 
the  presence  of  our  father. 

Greatest   Successes. 

Work  in  our  auxiliary  organisations 
and  in  other  Church  activities  keeps 
people  striving  and  struggling  on  to  make 
of  their  lives  the  greatest  possible  suc- 
cesses. The  missionary  system  of  the 
Church  instituted  under  the  direction  of 
the  Prophet  Joseph  Smith  certainly  bears 
evidence*;  of  being  a  divine  institution. 
This  activity  brines  young  men  and  young 
women,  during  what  is  perhaps  the  most 
critical  age  of  their  lives,  into  close  con- 
tact with  the  perfect  life  and  teachings 
and  labours  of  Jesus  the  Son  of  God. 
Those  who  go  into  the  mission  field  do 
so  at  their  own  expense,  thus  practis- 
ing in  another  wav  that  important 
Christian  doct-ine  that  it  is  more  blessed 
to  give  than  it  is  to  receive  (Acts  20  :  35). 
The  wh.o1-e  time  of  those  in  the  mission 
held  is  devoted  to  a  study  of  the  scrip- 
tures. These  missionaries  not  onlv 
acquire  a  knowledge  of  the  cospel.  but 
thev  get  to  that  knowledge  well  grounded 
bv  actual   practice  because  they  go  from 


house  to  house,  month  alter  month  and 
year  after  )ear  teaching  these  important 
gospel  truths  and  piacuces  to  all  whom 
they  can  induce  to  listen.  Thus  in  their 
lives  and  into  their  souls  is  gounued, 
in  the  days  of  their  \outh,  tho.-,e  great 
and  fundamental  principles  whicn  have 
such  a  tremendous  uplift  in  the  lives  of 
human    beings. 

Church  Ideals  are  Many. 

To  mention  all  the  standards  and  prac- 
tices of  the  Church  and  of  ou"  auxiliary 
organisations  would  take  more  time  than 
is  at  my  command. 

Our  weekly  home  evening  adds  greatly 
to  the  joy  and  success  of  home  life ; 
lessons  in  thrift  and  economy  tend  to 
make  our  Mormon  communities  more 
successful  than  they  he  otherwise;  service 
to  God  and  country  are  encouraged  ;  we 
stand  opposed  to  the  use  and  sale  of 
tobacco ;  we  give  our  heartv  support  to 
the  law.  to  the  people  who  live  it  and  to 
the  officers  who  enforce  it ;  we  struggle 
to  enrich  the  lives  of  our  people  through 
constructive  use  of  leisure,  and  through 
serivce  to  our  fellowmen. 

Word  of  Wisdom. 

We  have  placed  emphasis  upon  the 
teaching  that  physical,  mental  and 
spiritual  growth  may  be  advanced  through 
observance  of  the  Word  of  Wisdom.  Be- 
lieving the  words  in  this  revelation 
(D.  &  C,  sec.  8£M  to  be  inspired,  we 
do  and  we  must  stand  fo»-  the  eighteenth 
amendment  to  the-  constitution  of  the 
L'nited  States.  If  those  elsewhere  vote 
for  its  repeal  we  feel  sure  that  Latter- 
day  Saints  believing  as  thev  do  the  words 
of  the  Lord  to  the  effect  that  strong 
drinks  are  not  good  for  man,  will  stand 
firm  to  the  end  for  the  eighteenth  amend- 
ment. 

Imagine  the  desirable  publicitv  that 
will  come  to  the  Church  if  all  the  other 
states  go  wet  and  LTtah  votes  dry.  The 
solid  Christian  people  everywhere,  yes, 
in  all  the  world,  will  sing  our  praises  if 
we  but  have  the  courage  and  good  judg- 
ment thus  to  stand  to  our  guns  and  de- 
clare with  our  votes  bv  actual  works, 
that  wp  have  faith  in  the  Prophet  Joseph 
and  the  revelations  of  the  Lord  given 
to  us  through  him.  I  appeal  to  you, 
Mutua1  Improvement  Association  work- 
ers, leaders  of  t"he  vouth  of  the  Church, 
to    keep    your    ranks    unbroken,    to    use 
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every  proper  influence  and  power  at  your 
command  to  induce  the  voters  to  stand 
for  the  Eighteenth  Amendment  for  the 
welfare  of  the  youth  of  the  nation,  lor 
prohibition,  the  best  method  which  tiiis 
or  any  other  nation  has  or  may  ever  be 
able  to  provide  for  the  control  of  the 
liquor    traffic. 

Alcohol  an  Anesthetic. 

I  predict  that  if,  in  accordance  with 
their  convictions,  the  people  of  Utah  vote 
dry  and  all  the  other  states  vote  for  re- 
peal, then  from  the  tops  of  these  ever- 
lasting hills  where  the  mountain  cf  the 
Lord's  House  is  established  will  go  forth 
a  training,  an  education  that  will  bring 
to  us  once  more  in  the  course  of  time 
the  Eighteenth  Amendment  or  its  equiva- 
lent since,  as  stated  above,  prohibition  is 
and  will  probably  continue  to  be  the  best 
method  that  this  or  any  other  nation  has 
been  able  to  devise  for  handling  the  liquor 
problem.  Surely     those     who     travel 

under  the  banner,  "  The  Glory  of  God 
Is  Intelligence,"  must  realise  that  whin 
human  beings  have  enough  intelligence 
they  will  know  that  alcohol  is  not  a  food, 
that  alcohol  is  not  even  a  stimulant,  that 
its  effect  even  in  the  smallest  quantities 
is  the  same  as  that  of  ether  or  chloroform, 
for  it  is  truly  an  anesthetic.  Surely 
those  who  are  made  in  the  image  of  God, 
those  who  are  blessed  with  genuine  in- 
telligence, will  gladly  give  valiant  support 
to  prohibition. 

Alcohol's  Companion 

No  less  an  authoritv  than  President 
Charles  W.  Eliot,  of  Harvard,  writes 
that  among  the  ancients  and  even  among 
our  Pilgrim  Fathers  thee  were  those 
who  found  their  pleasures  largelv  in 
drink.  He  says  that  we  with  modern 
education  should  get  our  pleasure  from 
the  love  of  beauty  and  nature  and  art, 
that  we  should  cultivate  in  our  souls  the 
delight  that  comes  from  music  ;  that  these 
exalted  and  uplifting  things  are  what 
we  must  learn  to  love  in  order  to  escape 
from  the  wretched  evil  of  alcoholism  and 
its  companion,  venereal  disease.  This 
distinguished  and  beloved  educator  says, 
we  must  either  destroy  alcoholism  and 
venereal  disease  or  those  evils  will  des- 
troy us.  "I  call  on  every  lover  of  his 
kindred  and  of  his  countrv  hourly,  daily 
year  after  year,  to  contend  agamst  these 
evils — alcoholism    and   venereal    disease — 


until  they  are  obliterated  lrom  the 
world."  (Deseret  News  Church  Section, 
May  27,   1933.) 

Stand  by  Constitution. 

Are  you,  are  the  people  of  the  Church, 
are  the  people  of  Utah,  located  in  the 
tops  of  these  everlasting  hills,  going  to 
allow  the  strong  appeal  of  this  beloved 
and  distinguished  educator  to  be  made 
to  you  in  vain?  I  pray  Almighty  God, 
that  God  in  whom  the  people  of  the 
United  States  have  placed  their  trust, 
that  we  may  hearken,  that  we  may  heed, 
and  that  when  the  opportunity  comes  to 
us  to  vote  we  will  stand  by  the  Constitu- 
tion of  our  country  in  this  its  hour  of 
need. 

Liquor  Demoralises. 

Robert  G.  Ingersoll  likewise  condemns 
the  use  of  liquor.  He  says  that  from 
the  time  it  issues  from  the  coiled  and 
poisonous  worm  of  the  distillery  until  it 
empties  into  the  hell  of  crime,  death  and 
dishonour,  liquor  demoralises  everybody 
who  touches  it.  "  All  you  have  to  do 
is  to  think  of  the  wrecks  upon  either 
bank  of  the  stream  of  death — of  the 
suicides,  of  the  ignorance,  of  the  distress 
of  the  little  children  tugging  at  faded 
dresses,  of  weeping  and  despairing  wives 
asking  for  bread  ;  of  the  men  of  genius 
it  has  wrecked  ;  of  the  millions  who  have 
struggled  with  imaginary  serpents  pro- 
duced by  this  devilish  thing.  And  when 
you  think  of  the  jails,  of  the  almshouses, 
of  the  prisons,  and  of  the  scaffolds  upon 
either  hand — I  do  not  wonder  that  every 
thoughtful  man  stands  firmly  against  this 
damned  stuff  called  alcohol."  (Church 
Section,  Deseret  News,  May  27,  1933.) 
Mental  and  Scholastic  Training. 

Thirdly,  let  us  consider  some  of  the 
scholastic  teachings,  the  mental  training 
offered  bv  the  Church  and  its  organisa- 
tions. One  of  our  mottos,  as  expressed 
in  the  words  given  to  us  by  the  Prophet 
Joseph  Smith  is,  "  The  Glory  of  God  Is 
Intelligence."  Naturally,      following 

leadership  with  such  a  banner,  the  Church 
and  its  organisations  are  striving  con- 
stantly to  gain  knowledge  and  to  develop 
understanding.  To  our  Church  Workers 
an  educational  training  is  given  which 
literally  extends  from  the  cradTe  to  the 
grave.  History  and  literature,  health 
and  science,  art,  recreation,  music— the 
Church  offers  opportunitv  for  training  in 
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these  and  many  other  lines.  In  fact 
every  truth  and  all  knowledge  which 
make  people  better  and  happier  may 
appropriately  be  made  a  part  ot  the  train- 
ing and  education  given  by  the  people 
ot  the  Church  and  its  many  organisations. 
Our  Mutual  Improvement  Association 
programme  is  based  upon  those  univer- 
sal interests  of  people  which  are  called 
urges.  The  aim  of  our  Mutuals  is  io 
build  a  structure  of  culture  and  joy.  Our 
programme  is  made  broad  enough,  as 
we  believe,  so  that  in  it  will  be  found 
a  something  that  will  satisfy  ever}'  urge 
that  comes  into  human  hearts.  The 
seven  urges  to  which  we  have  directed 
special  attention  are  the  social,  the 
dramatic,  the  rhythmic,  the  linguistic, 
the  environmental,  the  constructive  and 
the  physical.  In  practically  all  our 
Mutual  Improvement  Association  recre- 
ational activities,  one  or  more  of  these 
fundamental  interests  will  be  found.  The 
aims  of  those  who  prepare  our  Mutual 
Improvement  Association  programme  is 
to  provide  a  something  in  the  form  of  an 
urge  with  which  any  human  heart  of  any 
human  life  can  be  touched  and  influenced 
for  good. 

Classic  literature  Recommended. 
The  group  of  educators  and  scholars 
composing  the  twTo  Mutual  Improvement 
Association  general  boards  have  for  many 
vears  recommended  each  season  a  read- 
ing course  composed  of  books  on  bio- 
graphv,  history,  adventure,  science,  etc., 
the  reading  of  which  with  studious  care 
would  make  the  reader  a  real  scholar. 
Those  who  have  applied  themselves  to 
the  courses  of  study  and  reading  offered 
have  received  an  education  that  will  com- 
pare favourably  with  the  training  many 
colleges   offer. 

Education  of  Schools. 
To  the  public  schools  we  send  our 
children  and  to  these  institutions  to  give 
whole-hearted  support.  Since  the  Church 
teaches  that  the  glory  of  God  is  intelli- 
gence and  that  men  are  saved  no  faster 
than  thev  gain  knowledge,  to  be  true  to 
our  teachings  we  must  and  we  do  accept 
all  truth  of  everv  kind  from  whatever 
source  it  comes.  We  accept  gTadlv  the 
scholastic  training,  the  building  up  of 
intellects  and  knowledge  to  be  had  in 
our  public  school  svstem  which  we  sup- 
port liberally  and   point  to  with   pride. 


Our  Breadth  Training. 

An  examination  ot  the  'J.4.  slogans 
adopted  by  the  Mutual  during  the  last 
24  years  will  indicate  the  extent  ana 
depth  of  education  these  organisations 
offer.  These  slogans,  our  motto,  and  the 
whole  of  the  doctrines  of  the  Church  in- 
dicate that  we  have  in  the  Mutuals  and 
in  the  Church  only  those  teachings  that 
will  make  people  happier  and  make  people 
better.  We  are  members  of  the  Church 
of  Jesus  Christ,  a  Church  whose  teach- 
ings include  all  truth.  Our  aim  is  not 
to  quarrel  with  those  who  belong  to  other 
denominations  but  to  teach  the  truth  as 
we  have  it  taught  in  the  holy  scriptures 
and  as  it  has  been  revealed  through  the 
Prophet  Joseph  .Smith  and  other  modern 
prophets. 

Inspired  by  these,  a  few  of  the  teach- 
ings of  the  Church  and  by  the  innumer- 
able other  refining  influences  of  Mormon- 
ism,  let  us  each  to  himself  make  this 
solemn  pledge:  God  helping  me,  I  will 
do  my  best  to  develop  the  gifts  within 
me.  If  I  have  been  blessed  with  two 
talents,  I  will  do  mv  best  with  these  two 
talents  to  make  two  talents  more.  If 
perchance  some  of  us  have  been  blessed 
with  three  and  some  perhaps  have  been 
richly  endowed  with  five  talents,  let  us 
then  sav.  Inspired  by  the  refining  influ- 
ences of  Mormonism,  I  will  do  mv  best 
to  develop  the  gifts  within  me  and  to  ith 
these  five  talents  make  five  talents  more. 
God  helping  me,  I'll  do  my  best  so  to 
develop  the  gifts  within  me  that  when 
my  work  is  finished,  I  mav  hear  those 
glorious  words,  "  Well  done,  thou  good 
and  faithful  servant;  thou  hast  been  faith- 
ful over  a  few  things,  I  will  make  thee 
ruler  over  manv  things."  (Matt.  25  : 
21).  These  are  the  aims,  these  are  the 
ideals  of  the  workers  of  the  Church.  We 
are  struggling  to  be  perfect  even  as  our 
Father  in  heaven  is  perfect.  "  Thus  on 
to  eternal  perfection  the  honest  and  faith- 
ful  will  go." 


That  which  we  persist  in  doing  becomes 
easv  to  do.  not  that  the  nature  of  the 
thino-  has  changed,  but  that  our  power 
to  do  has  increased.

Grant. 
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Why  are  they  Baptised 
for  the  Dead  ? 

By  Elder  James  E.  Talmage. 

In  one  of  his  letters  to  the  Corinthians 
Paul  the  Apostle  discusses  the  resurrec- 
tion of  the  dead,  which  was  a  subject  of 
contention  at  the  time  of  his  writing. 
Having  shown  that  through  the  Atone- 
ment of  Jesus  Christ  all  mankind  shall  be 
eventually  redeemed  from  bodily  death, 
the  scholarly  apostle  asks:  "  Else  what 
shall  they  do  which  are  baptised  for  the 
dead,  if  the  dead  rise  not  at  all?  Why 
are  they  then  baptised  for  the  dead?  " 
(1  Corinthians  15  :  29).  As  the  question 
is  put  by  way  of  finality  arrtd  climax  to 
the  preceding  argument  and  is  without 
explanatory  comment,  we  must  conclude 
that  the  subject  involved  no  ne*'  or 
strange  doctrine ;  but  to  the  contrary  that 
the  people  both  understood  and  practised 
the  ordinance  of  vicarious  baptism  by  the 
living  in  behalf  of  the  dead. 

To  Nicodemus  our  Lord  declared  in 
such  plainness  as  to  preclude  dispute  : 
"  Except  a  man  be  born  of  water  and  of 
the  Spirit,  he  cannot  enter  into  the  king- 
dom of  God."  (John  3:5.)  That  this  new 
birth  comprise  water  baptism  by  immer- 
sion, as  was  at  that  time  being  adminis- 
tered by  John  the  Baptist,  and  the  higher 
baptism  of  the  Spirit,  which  Christ  Him- 
self came  to  give,  is  evident  from  the 
scriptural  context.  Note  the  incisiveness 
of  our  Lord's  affirmation  that  without 
baptism  man  cannot  enter  the  Kingdom 
of  God.  '  No  distinction  is  made,  no  ex- 
ceptions are  implied.  The  indispensable 
condition  is  applicable  to  all  men  whether 
living  or  dead. 

Nicodemus,  though  a  scholar  and  a 
master  in  Israel,  failed  to  understand  *he 
full  import  of  our  Lord's  words,  and  in 
seeming  bewilderment  asked:  "  How  can 
a  man  be  born  when  he  is  old?  Can  he 
enter  a  second  time  into  his  mother's 
womb,  and  be  born?  "  (Verse  4). 

With  at  least  equal  pertinency,  it  may 
now  be  asked  :  Flow  can  a  man  who  has 
died  without  baptism  be  baptised?  Can 
he  enter  the  second  time  into  his  body  cf 
flesh  and  be  immersed  in  water?  The 
answer  is  that  the  living  may  be  baptised 


for  the  dead.  No  one  who  accepts  as  a 
reality  the  atonement  of  Jesus  Christ  in 
behalf  of  all  humankind  can  consistently 
deny  the  efficacy  of  vicarious  service,  in 
which  one  person  officiate  in  behalf  of 
another  provided  of  course  that  the 
labour  be  done  by  divine  appointment. 

In  the  last  chapter  of  the  Old  Testa- 
ment the  prophet  Malachi  describes  a 
condition  of  the  last  days  immediately 
precedent  to  the  second  advent  of  the 
Christ:  "  For  behold,  the  day  cometh 
that  shall  burn  as  an  oven ;  and  all 
the  proud,  yea,  and  all  that  do  wickedly, 
shall  be  stubble  :  and  the  day  that  cometh 
shall  burn  them  up,  saith  the  Lord  of 
hosts,  that  it  shall  leave  them  neither 
root  nor  branch."       (Malachi  4   :  1.) 

This  fateful  prediction  is  followed  by 
the  blessed  promise,  expressed  in  the 
words  of  Jehovah:  "  Behold,  I  will  send 
you  Elijah  the  prophet  before  the  coming 
of  the  great  and  dreadful  day  of  the 
Lord  :  And  he  shall  turn  the  heart  of  the 
fathers  to  the  children,  and  the  heart  of 
the  children  to  their  fathers,  lest  I  come, 
and  smite  the  earth  with  a  curse." 
(Verse  5,   6.) 

Joseph  Smith  the  modern  prophet 
solemnly  affirms  that  in  1836  Elijah  the 
prophet  of  ancient  Israel  appeared  in  the 
Temple  that  had  been  erected  by  the 
Latter-day  Saints  at  Kirtland,  Ohio,  and 
effected  the  fulfilment  of  Malachi's  predic- 
tion by  this  declaration  .  "  Behold  the 
time  has  fully  come,  which  was  spoken 
of  by  the  mouth  of  Malachi,  testifying 
that  he  (Elijah)  should  be  sent  before  the 
great  and  dreadful  day  of  the  Lord  come, 
to  turn  the  hearts  of  the  fathers  to  the 
children,  and  the  children  to  the  fathers, 
lest  the  whole  earth  be  smitten  with  a 
curse."  (Doctrine  and  Covenants  110  : 
14-15.) 

There  is  an  element  of  particular  fit- 
ness in  the  fact  that  the  appointed  minis- 
ter, through  whom  the  vicarious  service 
of  the  living  in  behalf  of  the  dead  has 
been  inaugurated  in  the  current  dispensa- 
tion, is  none  other  than  Elijah,  who  was 
taken  from  earth  without  passing  through 
the  change  we  call  death,  and  who  there- 
fore held  a  peculiar  and  special  relation- 
ship to  both  the  living  and  the  dead. 
Moreover  Elijah  was  the  latest  or  last  of 
the  ancient  prophets  who  held  the  keys 
of  the  sealing  authority,  through  the  exer- 
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cise  of  which  the  family  relationships  of 
earth  may  be  validated  and  thus  made  of 
effect  beyond  the  grave  and  throughout 
eternity. 

True  to  the  commission  conferred 
through  Elijah's  modern  ministry,  tne 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day 
Saints  rears  Temples  to  the  name  and 
service  of  the  living  God,  and  in  those 
sacred  structures  carries  forward  the  ap- 
pointed service  for  the  salvation  of  the 
uncounted  dead  who  have  passed  away 
in  ignorance  as  to  the  necessity  of  com- 
pliance with  the  laws  and  ordinances  of 
the  Gospel,  without  which  compliance  no 
man  can  have  a  place  in  the  Kingdom  cf 
God. 


Thoughts  on  Tithing. 

By  Joseph  Smith  and  Bngham  Young. 

The  presidents  of  the  Church  have  each 
been  among  the  foremost  persons  con- 
nected with  the  history  of  the  organisa- 
tion in  admonishing  the  members  to  pay 
their  tithing  and  in  proclaiming  the  bless- 
ings and  promises  in  store  for  those  who 
are  obedient  to  this  gospel  principle. 

In  addition  to  the  revelations  on  the 
subject  contained  in  the  Doctrine  and 
Covenants,  the  Prophet  Joseph  Smith  had 
considerable  to  say  on  this  subject.  Per- 
haps one  of  the  most  striking  statements 
on  tithing  by  the  Prophet,  showing  his 
attitude  in  the  matter,  is  the  covenant 
he  and  Oliver  Cowdery  made  with  the 
Lord  in  November,  1834.  Joseph  Smith 
says  : 

"  After  giving  thanks  for  the  relief 
which  the  Lord  had  lately  sent  us  by 
opening  the  hearts  of  the  brethren  from 
the  east ;  after  commencing  and  rejoicing 
before  the  Lord  on  this  occasion,  we 
agreed  to  enter  into  the  following  cove- 
nant with  the  Lord,  viz.  : — 

"  That  if  the  Lord  will  prosper  us  in 
our  business  and  open  the  way  before  us 
that  we  may  obtain  means  to  pay  ow 
debts  that  we  be  not  troubled  nor 
brought  into  disrepute  before  the  world, 
nor  his  people  ;  after  that,  of  all  that  he 
shall  give  unto  us,  we  will  give  a  tenth 
to  be  bestowed  upon  the  poor  in  his 
Church,  or  as  he  shall  command;  and 
that  we  will  be  faithful  over  that  which 
he  has  entrusted  to  our  care,  that  we 
may  obtain  much  ;  and  that  our  children 


after  us  shall  remember  to  observe  this 
sacred  and  holy  covenant,  and  that  our 
children's  children  may  know  of  the 
same,  we  have  subscribed  our  names  with 
our  own  hands." 


One  thing  is  required  at  the  hands  oi 
this  people,  and  to  understand  which 
there  is  no  necessity  for  receiving  a  com- 
mandment every  year,  viz.  :  to  pay  their 
tithing.  I  do  not  suppose  for  a  moment 
that  ihere  is  a  person  in  this  Church  who 
is  unacquainted  with  the  duty  of  paving 
tithing,  neither  is  it  necessary  to  have 
revelation  every  year  upon  the  subject. 
There  is  the  law — pay  ore-tenth.    *  *

Mormon  P;oneer  Day,  celebrated  far  and 
^ide  where  ever  Mormons  are  found.  In 
commemoration  of  July  24,  1847,  when 
the  Mormon  Pioneers  •first  entered  the 
Great  Salt  Lake  Valley  after  being  driven 
from  their  homes  in  eastern  United  States 
and  t'-ekking  over  a  wasting  country  for 
1,200  miles. 
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July  Tithing  Campaign. 

One  of  the  most  interesting  things  that 
has  occurred  in  this  Mission  is  this  July 
Tithing  Campaign.  Many  people  who 
have  never  paid  tithing  beiore  have  en- 
listed their  names  on  the  records  of  the 
Church.  A     large     number     of     non- 

members  have  seen  the  wisdom  in  paying 
tithing  and  they  are  congratulated  as  well 
as  the  members  of  the  Church  in  this 
unprecedented  and  successful  campaign. 
One  friend  of  the  Church  paid  ,£20,  and 
others  smaller  amounts,  and  hundreds  ot 
members  have  joined  in  this  glorious 
teaching  of  unselfishness. 

This  tithing  campaign  is  not  simply 
to  get  revenue  for  the  Lord  and  His 
Church.  That  is  a  secondary  thing. 
But  it  is  a  campaign  to  teach  the  people 
and  train  them  to  live  this  principle  of 
the  Gospel,  and  to  help  them  progress 
and  grow  temporally  and  spiritually.  It 
also  is  a  measure  to  help  keep  them  from 
selfishness  and  feel  the  spirit  that  actuates 
one  who  does  sacrifice.  It  is  also  done 
with  the  point  in  view  to  get  all  mem- 
bers of  the  Church  to  be  faithful  so 
that  rhey  will  net  be  counted  with  the 
wicked  in  these  last  days  when  the  Lord 
is  sure  to  come  "  as  a  thief  in  the  night." 

As  an  economic  measure  for  the  benefit 
of  the  poor  and  rich,  those  who  are  in 
debt  and  distress,  this  campaign  was 
started,  as  anv  who  are  in  financial  diffi- 
culties and  who  have  been  faithful  in  this 
campaign  and  continue,  will  find  that  they 
will  get  out  of  debt,  keep  out  of  debt, 
and  be  prosperous  temporally  and  happy 
spiritually.  "  I,  the  Lord,  am  bound 
when  ye  do  what  I  say,  but  when  ye  do 
not  what  I  sav,  ye  have  no  promise," 
Doc.  and  Cov.  82-.:  10.  "  Bring  ye  all 
the  tithes  into  the  storehouse,  that  there 
may  be  meat  in  my  house,  and  prove  me 
now  herewith,  saith  the  Lord  of  Hosts, 
if  I  will  not  open  you  the  windows  of 
heaven,  and  pour  vou  out  a  blessing, 
that  there  shall  not  be  room  enough  to 
receive  it.  And  I  will  rebuke  the  de- 
vourer  for  your  sakes,  and  he  shall  not 
destroy  the  fruits  of  your  ground  ;  neither 
shall  vour  vine  cast  her  fruit  before  the 
time  in  the  field,  saith  the  Lord  of 
Hosts,"    Mai     3    :    10-11.
